Aldrich, one of 16 big business men 
who recently offered ['resident Roose- 
velt their chip in restoring confidence 
and normal business, ncuonced Mon- 
day night the new administration plan 
for promoting recovery by vast fededal 
loans and expenditures. 


Aldrich, chairman of the board of 


the Chase National bunk, told the 
American section of the International 
Chamber of Commerce that the pro- 
gram was based upon an economic 
fallacy, derived from the writings of 
Karl Marx, holding possibilities of a 
"crash of the government credit and a 
debauch of the currency." 


Lumping the lending-spending plan 


with its allied program for making 
some $2,000.000,000 additional lemlable 
funds available to the banks, Aldrich 
said "we appear to be throwing away 
all safeguards, removing all brakes 
and heading for disaster." 


He blame tithe depression upon gov- 


ernmental |x)licies which, lie sniil, in 
(lie last few years had been directed 
Hi increasing the income of the con- 
sumers and at the same lime diminish- 
ing savings for use in investments, in 
creating now capital and in maintain- 
ing existing capital. Meanwhile, he 
said, reforms have come too rapidly. 


Ixiiig "Period of Quiet" 


"I think that nothing is more need- 


ed at the present timo," he said, "than 
a prolonged period of quiet, not a three 
to six months' breathing spell, but a 
two or three years' breathing spell, 
during which both government and 
business can consolidate, modify and 
assimilate what has already been done, 
and during which also it will be pos- 
sible to sludyjiuietly the basis vf fui'7 
ther reform: 


"One of the most difficult handicaps 


under which American industry has 
worked for the past several years has 
been the immense burden upon the 
time and energy of business and finan- 
cial executives in adjusting themselves 
to the constant shifts of government 
policy and attempting to forecast fu- 
ture shifts of policy. It is not ;\ whole- 
some business situation when the head 
of a factory is obliged to spend more 
time with his lawyers titan he .spends 
with his engineers, his treasurer and 
his sales manager."

Mile Upon Japs 


They Beat Off 10 Japanese 


Assaults and Then 


Move Up 


' SHANGHXt^-Chihcsc infantry- 
men repulsed 10 Japanese assaults on 
three villages Tuesday and then ad- 
vanced their own lines a mile. 


Japs Facing Defeat 


SHANGHAI. 
China. V- W) - Three 


Chinese columns were reported en- 
circling Tanchong, slratcgic 
walled 


town 20 miles north of the Lunghai 
railway, Monday while 10,000 fresh 
Chinese troops were being rushed to 
that sector. 


In a desperate effort to halt the re- 


inforcements, Japanese planes subject- 
ed them to almost continuous bom- 
bardment. The Chino.se attack on Tan- 
cheng, however, had developed into a 
battle of major proportions, threaten- 
ing comnununication lines of the Jap- 
anese advance guard near the Lunghai. 


The question of whether the Japa- 


nese were approaching their second 
manor military disaster in Shantung 
was being discussed by foreign mili- 
tary experts, who expected decisive 
action within a week. 


If the Chinese can hold their lines 


a week longer, these experts said, the 
Japanese—already wearied and bat- 
lercd-— will need heavy reinforcements 
both in men and guns to present a 
complete 
stalemate 
which 
would 


amount to defeat. 


Such reinforcements must necessar- 


ily come from Japan since further de- 
nudement of other provinces in north 
and central China is considered im- 
possible. Withdrawals 
of 
Japcneso 


troops from Shansi and Honan prov- 
inces have enabled the Chinese to es- 
tablish a buffer -/.one 50 miles wide on 
the north bank of the Yellow riyer, 
halting the Japanese threat on that 
front, 


Significance of the present deadlock, 


foreign military experts said, is the 
constant drain of Japanese munitions 
which must be transported hundreds 
of miles. While not minimizing the 
possibility that the Japanese may yet 
break through, these experts regard 
each day of deadlock as a new gain 
for the Chinese.

There is nothing new about that. It 


is an old Mexican custom. But those 
soldiers and the army to which they 
belong are a very importanl factor 
in Mexico today—they may be a vital 
factor tomorrow. 


Should the oil expropriations, with 


accompanying loss of tax revenue, the 
weakening of the bank structure, the 
rise of the cost of living, and the in- 
creasing strain on the 
government 


credit produce a government crisis, 
whoever controls tlw; army is pretty 
likely to control Mexico. 


There are now about 58,000 men in 


the Mexican army, an ample and fairly 
well-equipped force fully able to cope 
with any present threats to the Car- 
denas regime. 


Discount Cedillo Threat 


People who should know believe 


there is no active threat of a Fascist 
regime in the so-called "army"' of 
General Sulurnino Cedillo, governor 
of the state of San Luis Potosi. They 
believe Cedillo ha.s no real army at 
all, though he has unquestionably a 
strong following in the state, and pos- 
sesses some arms which he could put 
in the hands of his men if he wished. 


The Cardenas government has tak- 


en several steps toward hobbling any 
potential threat from Cedillo. First, it 
took from him the control of the gov- 
ernment aviation school, which hap- 
pens to, bo in hi.s state. 


Next, Cedillo was made a general 


"awaiting orders" to command the 
military area of Michoacan, Cardenas' 
home 
bailiwick. 
Cedillo 
accepted, 


but ha.s not yet gone there. He sent a 
subordinate, churning illness and the 
necessity for an operation following 
an accident suffered on his hacienda 
at Palomas. 
Then the government 


moved a new area commandant, Gen- 
eral Gcnovevo Rivas Guillen, with suf- 
ficient troops, into San Luis Potosi. 


For the time being, therefore, Car- 


denas has checkmated any 
possible 


Fascist tendencies Cedillo might have. 
Unless the Cardenas regime should 
fall, Cedillo is no "menace" at all. 
Even then, the regular army is regard- 
ed as much more likely to slick with 
General Avila Comacho, the .secre- 
tary of war, than to swing to Cudillo. 
Comacho is regarded as somewhat 
more conservative than President Car- 
denas, but no Fascist. 


Labor and Military 


The army, generally more conser- 


vative than the Cardcnas-Partie dc la 
Devolueion Mexicana regime, is also 
the object of the solicitude of the 
party and of radical labor. One sec- 
tor of the newly-formed PRM party, 
a sort of united front supporting Car-

matize Strength of 


Fascist States 


ROME, Italy—(/Pj—German Fuehrer 


Hitler's special Irain nosed through 
Brenner pass into 
Italy

speeding toward Rome and a reunion 
with Premier Mussolini to dramatize 
the strength of Europe's great Fascist 
slates. 


It is the third meeting between Mus- 


solini and Hitler. 


Hitler in Rome 


ROME.-(/P>—Italy's Mussolini and 


Germany's Hitler meet Tuesday 
to 


symbolize their alliance. It will bo the 
third meeting of these European pace- 
setters in their eventful working part- 
nership. 


While Italy prepared a spectacular 


welcome for the Nazi leader, attention 
was focused on what new events in 
Europe Benito Mussolini and Adolf 
Hitler might plan in the few hours for 
private talks they will have in the 
crowded program. 


Hitler and his entourage left Berlin 


Monday afternoon. His special train 
was to speed through the Brenner Pass 
shortly after 6 a. m. It will follow a 
tightly-guarded route and arrive in 
Rome at 8:30 p. m. 


Hi.s state trip to Italy, repaying Mus- 


solini's visit to Germany September 
25-29. will end May 10. Before their 
meeting last year, the Fascist and Nazi 
leaders conferred June 14-16, 1934, in 
Venice. 


Hitler's visit follows his annexation 


of Austria, the Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment of April 1G for setting Mediter- 
ranean, African and Spanish 
issues 


between Britain and Italy, France's 
move for a similar accord with Mus- 
solini and strengthening of the An- 
glo-French entente. 


Many reports circulated as to what 


Mussoloni and Hitler would discuss 
but 
authoritative information 
was 


lucking. Some circles said a military 
alliance would be developed but oth- 
ers doubted that Fascist-Nazi collab- 
oration would go that far. 


The authoritative commentator Vir- 


ginio Gaydo said iHtler's coming had 
a threefold signifirtace:

PARIS, France—<#;—Increases 
in 


man-power for all France's armed 
forces were ordered Tuesday by Pre- 
mier Daladier, head of the "national 
defense1' government now ruling the 
nation by decree. 


The edict, which became a law Tues- 


day morning, demands more soldiers, 
sailors and aviators, along with many 
new sacrifices from Frenchmen to 
enable the nation to support the cost 
of modern machinery of war.

Each contour row acts as a small tre- 


racc in holding the water, and allow- 
ing it to move around the contour at a 
slow rate of speed, and providing am- 
ple opportunity for the soil t,o absorb 
its capacity for moisture. The excess 
rainfall will then move slowly down 
the slops, and may be additionally re- 
tarded by a strip, or strip and terrace. 
. In laying out the rows on the con- 
tour, it is not necessary to have short 
rows, as these may be devoted to 
strips of meadows that will assist in 
controlling erosion.
